Tolegrophio news fropi Wellington »n- 
nopnees the purchase by the General Govern- 
ment of the Dunedin and Port Chalniera 
Itailway, at the very largo price of £175,000, 
the sum originally asked by the Company 
who own the line being £220,000. It was of 
course patent to everybody that the lino must 
. become the property of the Government, or 
great inconvenience would be caused in the 
working of the other lines of railway which 
will before long have their termini in Diih- 
■edin ; and although the price paid for the 
transfer of the line is a high one, it is only 
what might have been expected, for the Dun-- 
•edin and Port Chalmers Railway Company 
have parted with what is undoubtedly a very 
valuable property, and it was not to be ex- 
pected that they would do so without getting 
a good price tor it. The goods and passenger 
tradlc on the line has been very large, and 
the large goods station erected at the Dun- 
edin terminus has proved quite inadequate 
to meet the demand for space. 

There appears to be a probability that the 
•elaborate and long- pending negotiations be- 
tween the City Council and the Dunedin 
Water Works Company, for the sale of the 
'Company’s works to the Corporation, will, 
nfter all that has been done, fall through, 
notwithstanding the resolution which was 
carried affirming the desirability of the sale. 
The company seem to consider that in conse- 
-quence of the Corporation being unable to 
fulfil their portion of tne bargain (giving the 
shareholders the option of taking Corpora-
